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Commissioners try to streamline county government

The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners began the new year 
by establishing a new structure, Jan. 4. 

Bach member of the six-person 
board was assigned an area of 
responsibility encompassing related 
departments or boards. The 
assignments replace atl but two of the 
board’s committecs. 

Dennis Long, who was elected 
chairman during the special meeting, 
compared the new Structure to a 
cabinet. 

“Sort of streamlining county 
government - making it more 
efficient,” he said. 

Long, who represents District 1, 
made the assignments, appointing 
himself “Commissioner on 
Transportation.” His responsibility 
includes the transportation authority, 
road commission, central dispatch 
board and acting as law enforcement 
liaison. 


Loren Goodale of District 2 is 
“Commissioner on Rehabilitation,” 
including the mental health board, 
youth service bureau, community 
corrections board and judicial liaison, 

Bill Coy, recently elected to 
represent District 3, will represent the 
board in planning and zoning, soil 
conservation, regional solid waste and 
the North East Michigan Council Of 
Governments as “Commissioner on 
Environmental Matters.” 


District 4 Commissioner Bob 
McLachlan was assigned “Health and 
Welfare,” including district health, 
ambulance advisory, medical control 
board and insurance representative. 

Robert Smock, Jr., of District 5 is 
the “Commissioner on Economic 
Development.” His responsibilities 
include the Northeast Michigan 
Consortium, Chamber of Commerce, 
community economic development,

slick roads cause school ‘snow day’

Rain on top of snow slicked 
secondary roads throughout Crawford 
County, prompting local students’ first 
“snow day” of the school. year, 
Monday, January 4. 

The unexpected day off was 
supposed to have been the first day 
back in classes following Christmas 
break, Two snow days are allowed per 
year without scheduling makeup days, 
Crawford AuSable Superinicndent 
Kent Reynolds said. 

The school closing may have kept 
accident calls down, despite the 
slippery roads, according to local 
police. Grayling City Police Chief 


Pete Stephan and Crawford County 
Undersheriff Art Clough reported 
virtually no problems. 

“It’s real unusual - we usually have 
our fair share,” Clough said. 

But the snow that blanketed the area 
the following day came about a weck 
late for arca ski resorts. Although New 
Year's weekend traffic was good on 
ihe downhill slopes at Hanson Hills 
Recreation Area, rain earlier in the 
weck put cross country trails out of 
commission, 

New snow-making cquipment 
helped the downhill business, 
according to Dan Wyers, director of 
the Grayling Recreation Authority at 


Hanson Hills. Artificially jroduced 
snow hoids up better against rain than 
natural snow, he said, 

Requests for a skating rink went 
unfilled as two attempts melted. 

“We're atthe mercy of the weather,” 
Wyers said about the skating rink. 

forecaster Keith Dicks, of the 
National Weather Service office in 
Houghton Lake, used sirnilar words in 
trying to explain the unscasonable 
weather, 

“We're at the mercy of Mother 
Nature - just some changes in the jet 
stream have bronght us some goofy 
weather,” he said. “Itis unscasonable, 
Unusual? I would say not reaily, based 


on the last four or five winters we've 
had.” 

The rain created high water in places, 
prompting flood watches in much of 
southeast Michigan. But Dicks said 
he did not anticipate similar problems 
in this area. 

A long-range forecast showed 
temperatures dropping drastically for 
the rest of the week. Dicks said 
temperatures are expected to be slightly 
below normal for the next 90 days. 
Precipitation is also predicted below 
normal, 

“That doesn’t mean we won't get 
that odd winter storm that’ll dump a 
foot or so here and there,” Dicks said.

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Fly-tying classes offered 
by Trout Unimited in Grayling 


Winter is typically the time when 
many of those who fly-fish for trout 
and other fish in warmer weather tum 
their attention to tying the flies that 
they will need for the coming season. 
Flies used in fishing for tout, bass, 
bluegills, and other fish are created, or 
“tied,” using a varicty of feathers, furs, 
hairs, and synthetic materials. 

Flies are tied primarily to imitate 
aquatic life —~ insects, minnows — 
and other things that may end up in the 
fishes’ food chain. There are fly 
patterns for mayflies, ecls, 
grasshoppers, ants, bumblebees, frogs, 
crayfish, and mice. 

Fly-tying is considered by some to 
be acrafi. Others consider some fly 
tyer’s creations, such as traditional 
English salmon fly patterns and some 
of the modern, realistic imitations of 
insects, minnows, and aquatic life as 
art, 

The main reward for most fly-tyers 
isthe satisfaction gained while fishing 
when a fish is fooled by, strikes at, and 
is hooked by a fly that the fly-fisher 
has tied. Part of the challenge is to tie 
a fly to imitate the way a “natural,” as 
real insects are called, will look to the 
wary trout from its underwater 
“bottoms-up” perspective.

Camp Grayling reviews busy year

regarding spraying for gypsy moths. 
A plan to treat 5,160 acres in 
conjunction with the County Extension 
office plan, was approved for late May. 
The acreage was treated by aerial 
Spraying, at a cost of $39,990. A 
Survey of trash sites, performed after 
thedepariure of snow cover, but before 
the trees were fully leafed, revealed 
many locations of home appliances, 
furniture, scrap building materials, and 
parts of automobiles discarded on 
public land. Efforts will continue to 
clean up these sites as time and 
personnel become available. 

Ms. Carla Elenz has joined the 
environmental staff, following her 
experience with the Otsego County 
Soil Conservation District. Her 
principal duties will be assisting the 
State Regulated Waste Manager at 
Camp Grayling, and managing the 
ongoing program of Hazardous Waste 
Miniinization. 

Environmental Science and 
Engineering, the contracting firm 
selected to head a $1 million water 
quality study inside the Range 40 
artillery impactarea, has begundrilling 
monitoring wells to measure the flow 
and quality of groundwater. Their 
consolidated report should be 
released around February 1, 1993. 

Approximately 1,060 feetof security 
fence was stolen during the Memorial 
Day weekend, from the mortar range 
in South Camp. The theft was reported 
to the Crawford County Sheriff, who 
_ investigated. 

The annual Law Enforcement 
; Coordination Meeting was held for all 
area agencies to discuss scheduled 
training events and the jurisdiction of 
. the different agencies. 
JUNE 

June signaled the arrival of 6,947 
Michigan soldiers for training. Nearly 
370 tents were erected to accommodate 
the soldiers’ return from the field, Nine 
concrete runway pads were replaced 
on the approach to runway 23 at the 
Grayling Army Airfield. The 
improvement will benefit both civilian 
and military aircraft at this joint-use 
field. 

Lightning damage to commercial 
power transmission equipmentcaused 
a power outage that lasted nearly two 
days. Essential functions such as 


telephone switchboards and freezers . 


were powered by generators, and 
operated by Guard members who 
worked around the clock. 

The second of excess M-60 tanks 
- was shipped to an American Legion 
_ post in White Pine, Michigan. 

JULY 

In July, a combined arms Open 

House and Air Show was held at the 


_ Aerial Gunnery Range in Otsego 
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County, with both Army and Air 
National Guard personnel and 
equipment participating. 
Approximately 2,372 visitors enjoyed 
the displays and demonstration. The 
July meeting of the Community 
Council featured updates onthe Range 
40 water quality study, and the ITAM 
program, and concluded with a visit to 
the Automated Record Fire range, 
where rifle marksmanship training was 


being conducted. 


The Kirtland’s Warbler survey for 
1992 located 393 singing males, an 
increase of 13% over 1991, and DNR 
numbers indicated that the American 
Bald Eagle is also prospering, with 
over 200 mating pairs counted in 
Michigan. 

Purchases of medical supplies 
during the Michigan annual training 
period totalled $11,765 with over 
$7,800 spent at Grayling businesses. 

The state headquarters granted 
approval to Camp Grayling units to 
support both the Crawford County Fair 


_and the AuSable River Festival, with 


vehicles and equipment, as well as 
personnel to install and operate the 
equipment. 

AUGUST 

Augustconcluded the major training 
periods for National Guard units. 
During the busy season, logistical 
Support of training was a major task, 
The bulk fuel consumed was 2.25 
million gallons, costing $1.6 million. 
There were 317 buildingsissued, many 
times over, for troop use, and 2.32 
million pounds of groceries were 
consumed, costing $1.46million, The 
training ammunition shipped in by 
truck weighed 1,32 million pounds, 
and cost $5.23 million. 

In addition to supporting training, 
many community groups and events 
received support, such as Special 
Olympics, Boy Scout, and school 
groups. Other groups, such as veterans 
and senior citizens, received guided 
tours of the post. Also during August, 
a military historical/marksmanship 
organization, Loomis’ Battery, used 
the Camp’s 1000-meter firing range 
for their annual meet. About seventy 
competitors fired vintage or 
reproduction black powder rifles and 
cannons. 

SEPTEMBER 

Starting in September, construction 
and repair projects received priority, 
while weather permitted and the Camp 
was less busy. One project was given 
special emphasis. Eighteen acres of 
South Camp, known as Engineer 
Valley, were restored to natural beauty. 
Over 65 manhours, 5,000 yards of 
iopsoil, 2,200 pounds of fertilizer,

1,500 pounds of grass seed, 1,000 
trees, and 460 bales of hay were used 
in the effort. The restored area will 
provide a visual buffer to the open 


_training area, and reduced the erosive 


effects of wind and rain. | 

Another initiative has continued, to 
remove fuel oil tanks from buildings, 
and io replace the fuel source with 
natural gas piped underground, This 
eliminates the risk of fuel leakage and 
a potential costly cleanup. Of the 200 
above-ground fuel tanks existing 
before the start of this effort, only five 
remain, and those will be converted 
early in 1993. 

Thirty-one members of the Senate 
Fiscal Agency toured Camp Grayling 
to view how military budget 
appropriations are used. Of the funds 
to sustain the Michigan Guard, about 
5% is state money, and 95% is federal 
dollars, much of which turns over in 
northern Michigan. 

The Camp Grayling Trailer Park 
was the host site for ninety camping 
units of a national caravan club. Its 
members toured several Crawford 
County points of interest including 
industrial firms. The M.A.T.E.S. was 
of particular interest, as many members 
had served in one of our nation’s three 
last wars. 

OCTOBER 

October witnessed a seasonalhaltin 
the Land Condition Trend Analysis of 
ground plots, with 180 plots 
completely surveyed. The program 
willresume nextsummicr. The Nature 
Conservancy has identified and 
catalogued 760 differentplantspecies, 
finding that twelve are on the 
threatened, endangered, or special 
concem lists. 

A bus and driver were supplied to 
help with the Lovells “Bridge Walk,” 
as a gesture of community goodwill. 

NOVEMBER 

A ceremony at Camp Grayling in 
early November commemoraicd ihe 
end of a four-year survey of soil types 
in the county, Camp Grayling lands 
were the first mapped in the study, and 
the Department of Military Affairs 
was instrumental in bringing funds for 
the project. 

November and December are 
months of reduced weekend training, 


and are often used for planning and . 


scheduling forthe nexttraining season, 
as wellas for inventorying and ordering 
needed equipment and supplies. 
Conferences and seminars are also 
planned during late fall and winter, to 
reduce conflict with busier times, 
This November, the U.S. Army 
Hygiene Agency sent two 
representatives to Grayling to survey

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Use of Social Security Numbers 


Do any of these situations sound 
familiar? You decide to buy acar, rent 
an apartment, sign up for cable TY, or 
apply fora creditcard. Youcomplete 
the routine questions and reach the 
one that asks for your Social Security 
number. Should you give it? 

There are some real risks in routinely 
giving out your Social Security 
number, but you have to weigh those 
risks against the value of the service 
you are trying to obtain, 

The Social Security Administration 
cannot prevent private organizations 
from asking for your number, 
However, if you do give them your 
number, they can’t use it to gel your 
records from: Social Security. The 
Social Security Adnunistration will 
not give out your records without your 
written consent, except when Federal 
Law requires or permits it. 


Both the Social Security 


Administration and Congress have 
expressed concern about the possibility 
that the Social Security number might 
become auniversally accepted way to 


identify people, Theirconcern centers

TEETHING 


by DR. STEPHEN THOMPSON 


When your baby was born, he most 
likely smiled a gummy, alt pink smile. 
But under those gums was a mouthful 
of developing primary teeth (20 to be 
exact} ready to erupt through the 
gums. 

Teething usually begins somewhere 
between the sixth and eighth month 
Starting with the two lower central 
teeth followed by the two upper 
central ones. These are sometimes 
called "milk teeth.” Your baby will be 
teething on and off for the next two 
years by which time all twenty of his 
primary teeth should be showing. 

A baby may be irritable when 
teething. His gums are sore and 
ewollen because the tooth is trying to 
push its way through tough fibrous 
gum tissue. He may drool a jot 
because it hurts when he closes his 
jaws. And he will probably want to 
chew on hard things. Give him a 
teething ring, a hard biscuit, ar one of 
those plastic devices that you freeze 
so that it's hard and cold to baby's 
gums. The action of biting is good, 
too, for his jaw development. 
Teething is natural. It does not cause 
any illness. If baby is extra 
uncomfortable, your dentist or 
physician can prescribe a medicine | 
that numbs the gums.
